e N Greece, there dwelt a migbtie King, 
. called Aegeus, who had raigned fiftie 


# warlike affaires: that thzengh the puiſ- 
tante of be fo;ce to his foes, and boun't- 
ic l 17 ul curtiũe, to his friends bt was feared 

Die iin hate, and imbzated in loue. {This Ace- 
geus had one onely Donne whoſe name was Theſcus, who 
was by birth Ropall, learned by edocatien, by Nature ; bato- 
rous and by Uertncs famous : in ſo much that it was hard to 
ludge whether his Aalsur, Foztune, o; Ucrtue, wenne the 
greateſt p2aile. 

This young Pairce, being ſo richly adezned with be cart 
ſcats, and accompliſhments of C maltie, that be did not only 
enloy bis Fathers lone, but allo twonnc his Subit as harts : 
at that (ſtant, there lived Veleagar, King of Acchaia, not 
fat re diſtant from the Court of Aegeus, odo had aDangh- 
ter a latte pong TIitgin, Whole name was I 1tana, bet der- 
toous diſpoſitions were ſuch, as might tuſtly challenge mos

glitteing creatures,encloſed within ths ſpangled ſktes, where 
Werle leaue them to the Oeauens diſpoſing, and torne ta 
Meleagar her father : who in dis yaoth had bane bzooght vp 
with Aegeus, and was his 2chmic-tcllow ; (s as they had 
bene Schwie lello wes in their youth , they remained lowing 


Neighbours in thefr age, maintaining courſe, and recourſe, 


to and fro each others Courts, vpholding golden amitte, with 
the pillars of Bzotherly love , Which did not only teioyce the 
Acchaians, but allo aogment the C lou, with ſuch ta - 
oꝛdinate. and exfreame paſſions, that euery peare , vpon the 
Kings Cozonation day, the people thzonghout all Cc and 
Acchaia, held a gencrallfeaſt, foz the ſpace of foztie dates, 
with Juli s, and Turnies, with Running, Wzeſtliong, Lea- 
ping, and Dauncing, with Bonfires, ringing of Bells, and 
luch like pleaſant paſtimes : net oncely to honout the ir two 
Kings, but alſo toſhew their (award (op , by their ontwary 
actions : as well ts ſhewe their kings , their ropail deſer(s, 
as their lopaltie, being @ubicats. Then this lolemne Tri- 
umph was quite ended, the people returned vnto their to;- 
mer labour, and wonted conrle of life , where tele leaus 
them,qturne to Theſeus : who though but young in peares, 
pet old in experience, though balozous with Hercules, pet not 
to bentarous with Phaeton; thengh vpheld with the wings 
of Faztune , pet nol tach in flying with Icarvs, but keaping

This diſagreement betweene (he Parents,although it was 
a heart bzeaking to theſe two louers, Titans, and Thelcus, 
yet dis it not at all diſparage thcir affection, but the greater 
the mutinie, the deeper was the im pꝛeſſion of their mindes, 
and by this meanes their libertie was confinde, and meting 
places quite debard, yet loue being a pꝛiuie ſearcher of ſecrets, 
found a time and oppoztunitie, which gane them place, time, 
and leane to parie , to play and diſplay each others mindes : 
when thele two loners came together, they were in feare, 
and danger to be eſpied , which cauſed them one while, to 
dghe,ſobbe, lament, and grieuc ; another while, kifſe, (mi's, 
laugh, and foy : and thus they ſpent the time as picaſantly as 
deſtrelled louers could doe pet they (ware to each other) (heir 
Fathers diſſention ſhould neuer leperate their loues, no2 ad- 
nerſe Foztune ſhould diminiſh their affections, but would re- 
maine topfull vnto death, in veſpite ofthe hatefull veſtinics : 
baning thus recounted each others loues to their hearts con 
kent, pet ſteing they could not cniop the full ſcuition of their 
loues in Greece ne Achau. T heſevs determined aſſone as 
time and oppoztunitie gave him leave , lo pꝛouide a maile of 
mony , and Jewells foz the eaſicr cariage: and lo ttanſpozt 
themſelues into 1, Tunis: and there to line a conten- 
led life, not knowne, bat ag a Gy-c:4 Knight, vntill be heard 
of ſome vaited peace betwirt their Fathers, elſe by ſaccefſion 
fo enjoy their Kingdomes : Tirana hearing bis determinate 
courſe, commented highly bis wittie deuice, (and ſapd thus 
Faire lone, thy father Acgeus ſhould take me within bis 
p:clincke if were death, oz at leaſt pe: petuall impꝛiſonment, 
and ag aine on the other fide, (fmy falpetr Mclea gar, (honld

Theſcus bearing this dirca animett and p3o- 
miſe of Iunia, was orceedingly fraught with icp, tn ls much, 
that to he w his bauntie, and binde him vnto his pꝛomiſc, de 
(ca! him awap very ricyly rewarded, where walt leane him 
pꝛouiding fo; the Yayage,aud turne to Mcleagar, 

Faztune, who had alreadie layde her traine,ſo deſtiaate d, 
(hat it btterly bzakethe vnited bands of theſe two Leue ta fa 
thrrs tombinde League, and almoſt to the leparating of their 
lone, With heart-bzeaking : pet not ſo content, intending os 
ly: had given them a lender checke, lo now (he ſhould giue 
them a cruell blow z and to bzing her p2efence to be managed 
with perfection, ſhe lap her plot in this wile. 

Meleagat, walking pzioately in his Garden, commenting 
on his Daughter Liana, bzake ont bis paſſions in theſe 
teatmes; Melcagar, thon haſt but one oncly Daugbter and 
ſh: is noto about the yerres of 23. end ſhe is a Pzince ſorich- 
le deckt, and adozned With the gifts of Nature, ſo frarght 
with beautie, and virtuous qualities, that che is not onclp a 
confozttothe , but alſa a toy to thy phie Commons: why 
teen, place all the iop in her perf:ction , and fith che is now 
marriageable,p2ouide ber a huſyand that is equiuolent with 
ber: when he had thus p iſuio ned a white, be (ite him downe 
bader a Pomſitherne Tre, to wcditate on whom be might 
beſtow dis Daughter Lan: ti at laſt, he called to minde 
great Ambroſa,king ef V i who tn ſozmer time bad bin 
bzangbt vp togcther lo: the ſp ice of ſeaven yeares in Sci ole !

tt is the eaſier granted; againe, i J ſhould by dentallreſule it, 
you might iallly appeach me f@lilh : with that he giues ber a 
kiſſe, which (he very thankfoily recetued, and accompanied 
him vnto her father, the which did greatly relopce the Ring, 
ber father : by this time there was a table furniſhed with ſuch 
cates, and dainties, as could at ſs ſmall a warning be pꝛoui- 
ved.

Tana, heat ing her fathers ctunlaile, and marking well 
bis woꝛds, veganne to ſele which way the wer ate, arid at 
laft perſwaded her ſelte iu het opinion, as this , tht ber fa- 
ther had cholen this poung Pzmce Pius to be her ſpoule; 
fcaring foviſpleaſe yer father , pet (wearing and vowing not 
to fozlaks Iheſcus, made him this anſwcre.

Quoth Meleager, we gine you fre leaug . Quoth Ian a, 
ir, there is no greater bonde thin dutie , noz no lricter law 
then Nature : oz often dilsbedient youth, are deſpiſed in age, 
and Patents wills are lawes ; thercfoze, rather then by deni 
all, J ſhovld bi appeacheo of diſobedience, ile reſt content ts 
loae, although it ber the onely thing J hate : It it may pleaſe 
xour Pighnes to oppeint whom J ſhall love.

Theſeus, was fozrly froubled in minde, becauſe her father 
bad appointed the time within ſe ſhozt a ſpace, ſhe was leare 
tali that Theſcus could not pzonide all things fo; their Uop- 
age lo ſwne, vet bearing if out with a god countenance, the 
lat pleaſantly in the ſight of her father , and determined, if 
fhtngs were not readie lone incugh, ſhe would faine ſome ex- 
cuſe, to pzerogue the time: well fo that time, they departed, 
and bete them to their reſt: on the mozrow mozaing, Me. 
leagar wes fttrring very earelp, and calls to him, bts chicfe 
g2mirall , and commannds him to pzovide a Fleete of bis 
<hieſeft Ships , and furniſh dem with men and ©zdinance, 
ans ail fhings clſe fitting to receine a Pzince he being no 
leſle then willing ts fulfill the Bings toplall determination, 
very ſpeedily pzepared all things fitting te; their Topage take 
his Cmvaſlageo' the Bing. and ſuddenly boarded the Raute, 
hopſted mayur (ailes, weygbed anchozs, and away they cut

tana,(he which they all mes to be very topfull i glad of, ſaue
